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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that original claim 1 4 provides 
support for the claim language currently set forth in claim 51 . The Examiner disagrees. Claim 1 4 fails to set forth that the second member 
secures one of the fibers and the first member secures the other fiber. As previously stated by the Examiner , the specification and figures 
only provide support for the second member securing the collection fiber and the first member securing the delivery fiber. 
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
